that forty British merchant ships 
were sunk by submarines the third 
week in April." 


The Englishmen have told Am- 


erica that "the balancing factor 


in the situation, if we are to go on ships. 
feeding our allies, is the tonnage 
the United States can supply." 


The United States has submit- 


ted an estimate of the tonnage it 
can build and Canada has inform- 
ed the allies that it is 
preparing 


to build small tonnage wooden 
ships. 


Japan is also building merchant' 


"But despite all we can do," 


said Lord Percy, "the submarine 
war is going to show a tremend- 
ous net loss in the world's ton- 
nage at the end of the conflict. 
So far as England herself is con- 
cerned, she could get along very

"British tonnage at the end of 


March showed 22 per cent in na- 
val and military service. Thirty- 
four per cent was under requisi- 
tion by the government.

'WASHINGTON- Atay'l.-ABy a 


unanimous vote the senate passed 
a resolution last night providing 
for transfer to the American gov- 
ernment of title and possession of 
enemy ships in American ports, 
and their use in couimeree under 
direction of the shipping board. 


There are about 100 German 


and many Austrian ships in Amer- 
ican ports and all are under re- 
pair, though the Austrian ships 
are not included in the resolution 
as the United States and Austria 
are not at war. 


The resolution was debated in 


the senate yesterday for more than 
four hours behind closed doors. 
The discussion centered on ques- 
tions of damages for the seized 
vessels after the war, but all ef- 
forts to provide 
a 
method by 


which owners 
of 
the property 


would be given a right to sue in 
courts of the United States were 
defeated. 
Legislation 
of this 


kind will be left to a later date, 
possibly until Germany has shown 
her determination to provide a le- 
gal 
method 
for 
compensating 


Americans who have been damag- 
ed by illegal submarine destruc- 
tion of American property. 


Several senators favored provi- 


sions to insure adjudication of 
claims on the ground that if such 
action were not taken American 
property in Germany might be 
seized and no provision made for 
payment. The preponderance of 
opinion, however, favored passage 
of the resolution with this fea- 
ture omitted. 


The passage of the resolution 


was forced by Senator Knos, of 
Pennsylvania, a former secretary 
of state, who said it would be a 
crime if the ships were not taken 
over at once and used as targets 
for the German submarines.

SENATE PAYS TRIBUTE 


TO FRENCH OFFICIALS 


WASHINGTON, D. C., -May 1. 


—The United States senate today 
paid spectacular tribute to Vice 
Premier Eene Viviani, Marshal 
Joffre and Admiral Chocheprat. 


Time and again the historic 


chamber, where demonstrations 
always are tabooed, fairly shook 
with cheers and hand-clapping. 


Shouts of 
"Joffre, 
Joffre," 


brought the hero of the Marne 
to his feet to respond in thunder- 
ous voice: 


"Vive Les Etats Uriia"; 
And again, in ringing tones, 


Viviani predicted a "magnificent 
victory with the help of the glori- 
ous country in which you live.". 


One hundred years ago General 


tafayette visited the- American 
senate bat the records tell no such 
story, as that enacted here today. 


From the time Viviani entered 


the chaaiber, followed by Marshal 
Joffre, the applause was contin- 
uous and at times deafening. 


One of the first to begin and the 


last to stop was Senator La Pol- 
lette, Wisconsin, chief opponent 
of the entrance by the United 
States into tlic great tvar. 


"The senate of the United 


States hns the pleasure and honor 
of receiving and welcoming these 
distinguished visitors to the re- 
public," he said. ""We had the 
glorious honor of receiving Gen- 
eral Lafayette. Nearly 100 years 
afterward it is the pleasure and 
honor to welcome the vice premier 
of the French government, the su- 
perintendent of public instruction 
and Marshal of France." 


The senate arose and with the 


galleries boomed out applause. 
" Immediately 
afterward 
the 


senate recessed. 


Viviani, speaking in French, 


which few, understood, but whose 
oratory was so impressive, that 
frequently he was interrupted by 
applause paid & glowing tribute 
to this country*. 


.When Viviani concluded the

BY THE U. S. GOVERNMENT 


WASHINGTON, D. 0., May 1. 


—The United States government 
locked a censorship upon cables, 
telegraphs, and telephones, apply- 
ing the cable prohibitions to all 
lines,.but operating against tele- 
graphs and telephones only along 
the Mexican border. 


President Wilson ordered the 


censorship by proclamation and 
left it to the war and navy de- 
partments to work out regula- 
tions. 


These regulations were com- 


pleted and the censorship ordered 
into immediate effect. 


Wilson's proi'.lamation reads: - 
"Whereas, the existence'of

state of war beweccn the United 
States'and the Imperial 'German 
government makes it essential to 
the public safety that no .com- 
munication of a character which 
would aid the enemy or its allies 
shall be had.

Fire, which 'broke out at nine 


o'clock Tuesday morning in the 
cap room of tho plant 
of 
the 


Portsmouth Cap company, South 
Portsmouth, immediately west of 
the. C. & 0. depot, completely de- 
strovcd the plant and exacted the 
life of one employee, Valley Bran- 
denburg, aged 12, -who was burn- 
ed to death. Her body was not 
found until 10:30. The upper part 
of the 'body -was charred into an 
imreeogtiizable mass, identification 
Icing made 'by a blue skirt the 
victim wore. 


Mrs. Rebecca Adams, 
wife of 


Will Adams, was painfully burned 
shout the hands and forehead. 


When a pile of paper caps 


caught firo a tongue of flame ran 
through the west end of the plant 
and the 
employees 
ran 
panic 


stricken from the building. Some 
escaped through a side door, sev- 


eral through a door leading from 
the 
engine 
room 
and 
several 


through a door on the north side 
of the plant. 


The roof was a mass of roaring 


flames when it became known that ! 


•poor Valley 
Brandenburg 
was 


missing. The building was filled 
with dense smoke and flame and 
it was impossible to 
enter 
the 


building,to institute a search for 


tbe girl. "When J. 1). Branden- 
burg, father of the girl, arrived 
upon the scene, he could not be 
restrained from breaking in a -win- 
dow on the south side of the plant 
and he insisted on going into the 
smpke-Hllcd room to look for his 
daughter. 
It required the com- 


bined efforts of three men to re- 
strain the panic stricken father. 


When the flames had subsided 


and the ruins had 'been hurriedly 
explored Earl Adams, 
general 


manager of the plant, felt con- 
vinced Hint the fire had not been 
marked by any regrettable fatal- 
ity. 


It was not until Thomas Boone, of 


..Manchester, a cattle buyer, and who 
represents the Union Stock company 
of Cincinnati, placed 11 ladder against 
a chimney and climbed to its top was 
it learned with a degree of certainty 
that one life had been cruelly snuffed 
out in the disastrous fire. "Peering 
down into the broad chimney he saw 
'what looked like the form of a girl 
in the lavatory. A closer investiga- 


snya she saw Valley fall into a faint 
from fright after the flames 'burst 
through the plant and she tried to 
rescue her, but was driven from the 
building by the suffocating smoke. 
Another theory is that tho victim 
thought she was running through the 
engine room and upon reaching the 
lavatory became suffocated 
by the 


stifling smoke and died from suffoca- 
tion before-the flames reached her. 


' Just how the fire started 
is not 


known'. Earl Adams denied strenu- 
ously that there had been any kind 
of an'explosion. He advanced the

Adams, forewoman, dissipated that 
theory. 
She claims that

probably ntc into one of the sheets of 
caps and ignited a pile of thorn. "I 
had Monday 'and Tuesday's work 
piled up near me and had just fin- 
ished checking it up when a tiny 
flame curled around one end 
of a

grnbibed my sister Lizzie and we ran 
for the first door. Other girls fol- 
lowed us and it was some little time 
before we missed Valley Branden- 
iburg. I did not bear an explosion." 


The flames spread so rapidly that 


no effort was mado to save tbe plant. 
A stiff wind carried the flames to tbe 
O. & Q. coal tipple just east of the 
factory, but 0. & O. employees 
formed themselves into a fire fight- 
ing (brigade and saved it, 
_ Agent D. 


A. Grimes was early upon the scene 
and looked after the -0. & O.'s prop- 
erty in tbe vicinity of the fire. 


The.cap factory proper was a rein- 


forced concrete structure, a story 
and a half high, 120 by 25. In the 
basement was stored a lot of paper 
for tho caps, bos material and ma- 
chinery. They were not damaged. 
The upper end of tbe plant caved in 
and it is a 
complete wreck. Mr. 


Adams estimated tbe loss at $3,500. 
"You know we can't get a cent of in- 
surance, so the loss is not protected. 
Wo will rebuild as soon as possible."

oral manager of tbe company, Ban 
W. Conroy is treasurer and 
Salem

secretary. 
Tbe 
present 


plant was built in 1909 and replaced 
a frame building the firm had erect- 
ed on the present site,.which was de- 
stroyed by fire. 


The firm makes caps for toy pis- 


tols in tbe South Portsmouth plant. 
Tho pistols aro made in the plant of 
the Buster Novelty company, loca- 
ted on Front street. Mr. Adams was 
at this plant when he learned of the 
fire and hurried to the scene. 


'There are alirays a lot of theories 
to how a fire would start in a cap 


plant. It is unfortunate all round, 
nd I only hoped that no one met 


death in it, but it was not to be. I 
"eel sorry, very sorry, for tbe family 


Valley Brandenburg." 
Valley Brandenburg, who met such 


a tragic death, would not have been 
12 years old until tbe 27th of this 
month. She went to work last Thurs- 
day, meeting death in less than a 
week. Just a week ago today 
the 


family moved to South Portsmouth 
from Riverside. Mr. Brandenburg 
for 15 years has been employed as an 
engineer 'oy Contractors 
Sheridan 


and Kirk. At present he is working 
on the government dam in course of 
construction just west of the city. 
He has two other daughters and one 
son at home, Mildred, Noble and 
Mary.

Cabbage is almost a uni 


versal plant 
It is easily 


grown easily cultivated and 
usually brings good results. 


Cabbage seed are first sown 


in a hot house bed. 
Just as 


soon as the plants are some 
three inches high, they should 
be carefully pulled and tram 
planted in rows The rows 
are usually two feet apart 
and the plants at about 
18 inch intervals. 


Most fanners 
in Scioto 


county, dip the lender roots 
of the cabbage plants in a 
muck mixture before trans- 
planting. A piece of broom- 
stick sharpened is usually em- 
ployed to drill the holes for
